Re Ss," HARLE\S by the Grace of GOD, King of Great Britain, France and Ireland, Defender of the Faith, 
NE 7 To Our Lyon King at Arms, and his Brethren Heraulds, Macers of Our Privy Council, Purſevants, or Mel- 
IRSRSWQ ſengers at Arms, Our Sheriffs in that part, conjunAly and ſeverally, ſpecially conſtitute, greeting, For- 
aſmuch as many wicked and rebellious Perſons, being conſcious of theirown guilt, have fled from this King- 
SO Qi dom into forreign Kingdoms or Countreys,where they continue to carry on their Traiterousand Helliſh De- 
[IRIIS 0: "7, SBS ſigns againſt Our Sacred Perſon,and the Government of this Our Realm,by correſpondingand keeping of In- 
(opt ON telligence with their rebellious Complices, lurking within this Kingdom : Therefore, and for preventing 
of the aids Deſigns as much as can be, We, with advice of the Lords of Our Privy Council, do hereby Re- 
quire and Command all Maſters of Ships going from this Kingdom, or rcturning to the ſame, to preſent all 
and every one of their Paſſengers upon Oath, to the ſeveral Perſons to be named by the Cuſtomers in the

KOAS! SST I WALES for the time, All within the Precin& of the Cuſtome of Borrowſtounneſ5, to the Colleftors there for the 
time, Thoſe of the Precin® of Kirkaldy, to the ColleQors there or the time. Thoſe of the Precin& of Montroſe, to the Collefors there 
for the time. Thoſe of the Piecin® of Aberdere, to the ColleRtors there for the time. Thoſe of the Precin& of Inverneſs, to the Collectors 
there for the time. Thoſe of the Precin& of Poyt-patrick, to the Collectors there for the times Thoſe of the Precin& of Air, to the Collec- 
tors there for the time. Thoſe of the Precin& of Irving, to the Collectors there for the time. And thoſe of the Precinct of Port-Glaſgow, to the 
Collectors there,for whom the Tackſ-men and Cuſtomers are to be anſwerable, Declaring hereby, That whatever Maſter of Ship, Bark, Boat, or 
Veſlcl, ſhall do in the contrairy ſhall loſe his whole Goods (the one half to the Informer, and the other half to Us) his perſon ſhall be Impriſon- 
ed,and hedcclared uncapable tobe a Maſter of a Ship,Bark,or other Veſſel hereafter, And if any of the faids Maſtersof Ships,or other Velſlels foree 
(aid,ſhall Import tothis Kingdom,any Traitors,Rebcls, Fugitives, Intercommuned, or baniſh=d perſons, it is hereby Declared they ſhall be liable 
therefore conform tothe Laws and Acts of Parliament, and Proclamations made againſt Reſſetters of Rebels; Requiring alſo the perſons above- 
mentioned, authorized to take the ſaid Oath, to give an exaRaccount of their Diligence the firſt Tueſday of every Moneth to the Clerks of Our 
Privy Council; And Wedo hereby Require an Command theColleQors and Clerks of Our ſeveral Cuſtom Offices, to accept of no report In- 
ward from any Maſter of a Ship, Park,Boat,or other Veſlel,and the Keeper: of the Cocquet-officenotto give out the ſame to any ſuch Maſter out- 
ward bound,until hereceive Teſtificat from the perſons above-written, authorized as ſaidis, within whoſe precinct any ſuch Ship, Bark,Boat,or o- 
ther Veſſel is, That he has made Faith anent his Paſſengers as aforeſaid, and that he neither hath, had, nor has any other Paſſengers from abroad, 
nor outward bound , then theſe mentioned in his Oath, as they will te anſwerable at their higheſt peril z And further, Declaring that 
the Maſter and Owner fhall loſe the Ship, Boat, Bark, or Veſſel and Goods, in which any perſon not given up as ſaid is, ſhall be in-brought 
unto this Kingdom, or Tranſported forth thereof; and that all Magiſtrats of Burghs of Royalty or Regality, and Heretors, on whoſe Ground 
ſach perſons ſhall be Landed, are to be liable and puniſhed therefore, ai Our Privy Council ſhall think fit , in caſe they do not Diligence 
to prevent the ſame, or apprehend the perſons ſo Landed: And to theeffe& Our pleaſure in the Premiſſes may be known, to all perſons 
concerned. Our Will is, and We Charge you ſtrictly, and Command, that incontenent, theſe Our Letters ſeen, ye paſs tothe Mercat Croſs: 
of Edinburgh, and the remanent Mercat Croſſes of the head Burghs of this Kingdom , and other places needful, a} thereat, in Our Name 
and Authority, by open Proclamation, make publication of the Premiſſts, that i perſons concerned may have notice thereof, and give pun« 
Rua) and exa& obedience thereto,
